Large Crops Predicted Notwithstand- 
ing the Light Rainfall. 

San FrRAnNcisco, Jan. 8.—[By the West- 
ern Associated Press.] The rainfall for the 
season up to the present time in all parts of 
California is far bel-w the average.

Five Life Swing Service Men 
Drowned 


While Attempting to Save the Crew of 
a Stranded Ship. 


The Lifeboats Go Down in the Raging 
Sea on Their Return Trip. | 


All of the Vessel’s Crew Perish with Their Would- 
be Rescuers, Making Over a Score of 
Lives Lest in the Awfall 
Catastrophe. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

NokroLxk (Va.), Jan. 8.—[By the Western 
Associated Press.] One of the most disas- 
trous shipwrecks which ever occurred on the 
Virginia coast happened at 2 o’clock this 
morning, near the Little Island life-saving 
station, 14 miles from Cape Henry. Not 
less than 20, and possibly more, lives were 
lost, among them five life-saving men, who, 
in the discharge of their duty, were 
drowned, The morning was bitterly cold 
and blinding snowstorms prevailed, with 
the wind blowing a gale from the north- 
west. During a lull in the storm the life 
saviug patrol from Little Island life-saving 
station sighted a large ship stranded on the 
bar, about 900 yards from the shore. When 
he saw the vessel he was going to meet the 
patrol from the Dam Neck station and ex- 
ehange a check showing that both patrolmen 
had been to the end of their beats. The 
Dam Neck patrol was only a few yards dis- 
tant when the vessel was sighted, and both 
fired rockets to ‘notify the crew of the 
stranded ship that she had been seen. They 
then hurried back totheir respective stations 
and gave the alarm. In a little while crews 
with lifeboats and apparatus were abreast 
of the wreck, e 

BOOM OF A MORTAR 
announced that a line had been shot over 
to the ill-fated vessel. It was u 
and another shot was fired with like result. 
After firing six unsuccessful shots the life- 
saving men determined to brave es 
of the sea and death which seemed certain 
to await their venture. The word of com- 
mand being given by Capt. Belanza, of the 
life-saving station No. 4, known as Little 
Island, six of the most ex boatmen 
manned boat and at his command gave 
way with a will and in a moment both boats 
were breasting the furies of the waves. 
They reached the ship in safety and four of 
the ship’s crew were taken in the lifeboats 
and 10 in the ship’s boats, which were 
launched for the purpose. e boats were 
headed for the shore and nota word was 
spoken, for each man realized the awful 
peril which surrounded them. With a 
steady pull the boats were making good 
headway for the a wave of 
great power struck the ts, 

~ CAPSIZING THEM INSTANTLY 
and pitching their 26 occupants into the boil- 
ing sea. Then began a desperate struggle for 
life, and with many of the men it was a pro 
longed one. The horrified life-savers on the 
beach were powerless to assist their drown- 
ing comrades or the unfortunate strangers. 
The drowning men were carried southward 
by the sea, and some of them were washed 
ashore. As they came within reach they 
were picked up and endeavors were made 
to revive them and in two instances with 
success, although one of the two is badly 
nj The vessel is the German ship 
Elizabeth, Capt. Halberstadt, from Ham- 
burg to Baltimore, and not one of her crew 
survives. Her cargo is unknown, as high 
seas have thus far prevented any attempt to 
reach her. It is thought that she is leaking 
badly, and at sunset her mast was thought 
to be giving way.

A Good Bee Story. 
T. C. Bunker, of Oceanside, writes 


Gleanings: 

You may remember me as a former 
resident of El Dara, III., and while 
there a bee-keeper. 
country a year ago this fall, partly for 
health and also to escape the hard win- 


ters. 1 find it a delightful change, and 


an improvement in both health and 
climate. I intended to go into the bee 
business here, but instead I have been 
buying and selling. This is the most 
wonderful country for bees I ever saw.’ 
They never winter-kill; spring dwin- 
dling is unknown. Bees work the year 

und. Honey is very cheap. I got the 

nest extracted I ever saw, almost 
transparent, and of good body, for 3 
cents per pound, and retailed it for 5 
cents; beautiful comb honey, in two- 
pound sections at 6 cents per pound 
and sold it for 8 and 10 cents. My zeal 
for Bending bees has rather oozed 
out since finding honey so low and 
abundant, 

Wild bees can be found among the 
rocks and in the caves in the cafions 
here, some having been there for years, 
with immense quantities of honey. 
And, 179 the way, I want to mention 
one little fact that is wonderful. 
went out with a party the other day to 
the old Jesuit Mission, about four miles 
m here.
